Dear Doctor* 

I haw decided to send a letter to you is this maimer la order to 
clarify these questions about which it ia difficult to write in aa 
ordinary letter* 1 an also including ay "thoughts and observations" 
which I haw caught on paper* In then 1 do not analyse single or 
particular questions but giw only a skeleton outline. 

As X have mentioned in the past, at present - particularly in the 
technical liaison field of cooperation * I to not haw a full picture 
and because of this it is difficult for a* to express mjraelf fully* 

That is shy I suggested that you, over there, would think them 
matters over fully because of the leek of information and not being 
in the oouras of events I night give m evaluation. 

Prom your last letter and the former conversation I had, X hew got 
the impression that you haw Jointly accepted a somewhat changed 
plan end you will probably try to realise it. X met here with him 
in order to suggest finding people in this area of whom some would 
go for schooling, others for support forces, etc* In order that X 
might take a stand and giw an answer then X must have either a 
directive or an agreement from you or a dear picture of the entire 
structure from those who came to m after reaching an agreement with 
you* Otherwise, X refuse this type of function now and in the future- 
mersowr, since past experience shows that every project or p lan in 
its realisation completely loses its original proposition®. 

Bare is an example. We had agreed upon the matter of the UFA veterans 
who are in this area who will be mobilised into an &r£$r in the wry 
near future. According to the agreement X gaw a list of those people 
and later tried In three eases to intervene before men were sent to 
Korea or to other area*. The results haw bow completely fruitless 
and X cmi deduce that the lists which I haw smut will be used by them 
for an entirely different purpose. Naturally, it cannot be expected 
that anyone would agree to have himself put on a list, and X refuse to 
do this. After all, the reasons would hare to be explained to the 
people. Therefore, I feel that the people should be told the truth 
and that is that the 2JP or the Misia has little intention, in the light 
of the present political situation, to be engaged In any actions when 
it is impossible to tell how they zai#t end. 

It is completely clear to me that. In Joint interest, all the veterans 
of the UFA - and not only they «* Should not bo {.resantly mobilised or 
sent to th® front since tomorrow their services might be far more ^ 
Valuable. If this idea is not under stood then it would be better b©! / /' 
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say that m have no possibilities at all regarding mobilisation. 

The next question is the aetlvtaatlon of information activity. 

Recently, you have mentioned this matter again. I, however, regard 
it as unrealistic and am giving ay reasons j 

a. In order to carry on any hind of internal or external 
information service there would be necessary at least 
three people who would have time for this* In other words, 
they would have to be free from their regular work - that 
lb# work to make a living* 

b. For external information work there must be soma 
political agreements or at least an understanding / of our 
eansej/ey writers and correspondents, and agreement from 
these who are holding us bask new* 

c. Regardless of how small, wo still must have steady

Sane of those prerequisites exist at present. All of us here who work 
for a living do not do so for the fun of it bat from necessity. Work 
itself# IndludjLng travel# takes on an average of eleven hours and after 
this many find it impossible to do anything but sleep.: r<hen a factory 
worker la physically tired then you should not expect miracles of him* 

You know very well that 1 tried for acre than a year not to week and sent 
my family to work# bat at present ay house has become a hospital. 

We hate turned down your proposal to ass oar emergency fund on principle 
and because of practical reasons. The latter are the following i Three 
people ~ a minimum of $300. monthly. Adi to this a minimum of #300. for 
incidental expenses and you have $1200. Oar fund will last a few months 
and after this it would be necessary to return to physical labor Just 
after having started. (To find work for seme of as - for an example# 
SHAHS - is net an easy matter because of age). 

Our current prospects also do not seem too bright. It appears a fact to 
me that the information about the liberation struggle of the Ukrainian 
people is purposely held back fey opinion forming channels. Hero there 
seams to be farming a pro-Russian orientation and the Ukrainian Liber- 
afeional movement is branded as "separatist", For an example i About 
eight months ago Professor Burnham gave an article about the Ukrainian 
liberation struggle to the Readers Digest . The editors had immediately 
agreed to print the article but so far it has not appeared. Tester day 
I learned that Mr. ^ifcwitsky personally gave a Mm Tear's greeting from 
the UHR to the Vm for broadcast. Mr. Gregorisv crossed out the greeting) 
to UFA and to the revolutionary underground and changed it to "liberation 
move or moves" and explained to Mr* Wttwitaky that government circles do 

not permit /"to mention WaJ/,, i could mention a number of examples of 
this sort. 
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l would dUo like to rousted you that the mat important nows item 
from the Ukraine* that is, reports of the year 1950, have not been 
released for tefonaational use although tear would be immediately 
accepted by the press* Why this was dons 1 do not know but X reserve 
the right to form ay own conclusions (instead* for an example, Mr. 
Kraichovich, who is the leader of the Slovak bureau steadily orltAa 
extensive information about their under gr'xmd, which in feet has 
little in common with the truth)* 

X believe that in the event* for example* that someone would give the 
information that the UPA is fighting for * "Free Russia against tits 
enslavement of the staLte regime and for tbs renewal of the brother- 
hood of all the * Russian peoples 1 ", then the press would have a 
sensational theme for mouths to some* 

in line with this la also the so-called $100,000*000. fund* Visbinaky’a 
reaction* and Achaean' s answer* The fund* in actuality, has been 
allotted* but now they do not know what to do with it* (Viahineky was 
not opposed to the creation of the SOME, etc.* but he was against this 
fund since the use of this fund would have threatened the jfu SS^y 
internal security). 

So far* we have banked on publication since we felt that the published 
work is always more valuable and doeissentury and besides that, there is 
no expenditure for a bureau and workers* and all there is is lust the 
eost of the printing. Sven if the publication caused a deficit it would 
be easier to collect among ourselves the amount necessary to eover that 
deficit then to keep up a bureau or a number of people*

Again X say* please understand that no one here will want to go-on on 
propaganda promises (which are whispered to us). It is possible to fool 
one's self and others for a time* but carried any further it would be 
toying with a very serious matter*' 

Finally* one mere matter* rte are oarryteg on a work and we do not wish 
it to bo "illegal" but want it to be according to the laws here* As the 
matter stands now* however, even though we are not carrying on any 
Illegal activity we are still not backed by law so that 1 doubt that if 
tomorrow someone wanted to carry on an investigation that we would be 
properly backed* fou are acquainted with the matter of formal registra- 
tion but 1 might add that the registered person does net even have the 
right to work physically. Here 1 m worried in the first place about 
the fighters of the UFA and their relationship to the mission* Because 
of the necessity I do not have to motivate them, but I feel it necessary 
to warn them of the eventual consequences*

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This seems about ell, although 1 realise that this is only touching 
some questions and superficially at that. X have given them so that 
you might form & better Judgment and reach your own. conclusions. 

Many of the things which have happened, X regard as illogical sinew 
they lack a solid basis (the very fact that there is bo direct contact, 
or even indirect, between us so that iiaportdnt questions could be 
settled quickly, can be regarded as illogical). 

these remarks of alas although pessimistic in character, ab not stem 
from pessimism bat only prove the lack of seriousness in others to the 
basin problems which tomorrow will show themselves to be extremely 
costly.

Re At As long as the leader ship and the centralisation of the straggle 
of liberation lasts we will make ear contact a according to the directives* 
cues and necessities of the leadership* The only condition regarding this 
is the understanding that the leaders are answerable for the polities and 
tactics of the liberation struggle and that at least one or taro persons 
of the leadership are personally known to one of our group* (la the 
event of any question the renewal or institution of any personal check 
will have to be dons throoga direct contact there). 

As the case states, we must wait until spring for ocasfcact fro® the homo- 
land and the general cues of this contact should be followed* Only in 
the event that this contact la net renewed would we initiate plan B. 

Re Bt in our case* tils plan would have to bo realised indirectly. The 
first contact cannot be completely blind but on the contrary, after 
coming there the teams objective would bet 

a* to secure themselves for independent action* 

b« to check as covertly as possible the status of the 
liberation struggle, its views and methods of action 
with the help of personal friends who can be trusted 
and with secure checks on the people with shea they

If it is passible to prove the existence of a directing center then the 
objective of this first grot#> would be the renewal of contact and 
initiating a mutually acceptable plan (by mutual plan X understand the 
acceptance of our plan by given factors). In this ess# the independent 
action of the given group has ended and it goes under the direction ©f 
the leadership. 



If, on the other hand, it wore proven that the directing Center does 
not exist and the only thing that is left is the lower cells as 
independent unities, then the group would not unite with any one of 
them (as long as it constitutes m active unity) and it would Initiate 
the second plan of independent action* 
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The next group, after receiving information from the first, would have 
as its main objectives to establish Itself independently end learn 
about the condition in the area, trying to locate the net as wadi ae 
individual people in it. 

These groups would not have any contact between them but they would be 
coordinated and would get their instruction by contact /"with the baaq/7* 

Such group, finding the lower cells, would not make itself known in its 
entirety and would not say where it is from, nor its objective, but 
would gather, to the best of its ability, information about the area, 
the possibility of action, about the condition and strength of the net, 
its value and its security. 

(If It is discovered that the membership of the underground is fairly 
extensive and their fight seems to be doomed to gradual liquidation, 
then it would bo better that they be directed in small groups to the 
west where complete debriefing could take place). The realisation of 
this plan could have success under the following conditions: 

Carrying it on under a principle of decentralization, 
without acy fanfare and not on the basis of only one 
plan - (pattern). 



A Short neeaae of the Plan of Action in the Bvent of k qr B 

1 believe that at the present tins it la possible to carry on action 
in either ease and that it la necessary to change to the system of 
decentralization according to a plan which will be worked out for 
Long range objectives. In the event of B, the coordination of action 
would be carr ied on In the emigration and on the inside each group 
would act as an independent amity. In the event of A (the better erne) 
coordination would be carried on partly ®n the inside and partly on the 
outside* As X ace it, the members of the directing center should 
transfer individually, according to plan, into single groups and act 
independently, having among them a long range system of essential 
liaison which would have been decided upon previously and this liaison 
would be used only in the event that further carrying on of the libera- 
tion struggle is threatened. 

All groups should break large scale direct contact with the inhabitants 
of a given area* They should keep contact only on the individual basis 
with the help of dead drops, not pre-established on a long-time basis. 



They would roceivo ail their technical and material help from the out- 
side. On the ins Me they would create a dosed self -Sufficient unity. 
(Special assignments, contacts, storing of surplus i© stoical or support 
materials and so forth, should be done on the individual basis). 

The area of a group's activity should not be conaidored as limited, but 
should overlap a given section of the area which has been set aside for 
the activity of other groups, he the basis of this plan, the tactics 
and strategy of action should be changed frda that of the present, and, 
along with this, the burden of those areas which up to this time have 
been the steady centers of activity, would be lightened. 

la the system of contacting individuals, nets should not be built bat 
the entire matter should be done on the individual basis. These people 
should live legally (the chain should be cue which could be broken In 
every conceivable manner but in such a way that the key personnel would 
not be compromised). 

Aside from the mentioned action system, 1 envisage another systoa which 
I shall call one of long range objectives. This system, also on tbs 
individual basis, would be co;3prisod of picked individuals who would 
conceivably last the longest and each of them would have different 
assignments in the event of war, internal revolution, or a weakening of 
tha regime. For instance} one would be assigned to organise the UFA 
at a given time in his sreaj another would know the place where throw* 
aw ays would be hidden} a third would bo assigned to organise adad-nistr ac- 
tion, etc. In this system there also could be people for the renewal of 
contact with the outside. 

I also consider it essential that the given groups should have enough 
money to buy information if the opportunity presented itself, 

Bach group would have its am basic assignments and should keep to them 
end not take upon itself second ruts assignments. The groups would have 
to be briefed to stay at their assignments as long as possible, according 
to & given scheme, and not to react to incidental actions of the enemy . 

I consider impossible even the slightest actions unless there is only 
one coordinating center on the outside. Attempts of two or mere centers 
would bo doomed to failure and no one would gain by this except the 
snowy.

Accepting as a basis the independent 
action of each group predicates the character and frame of the schooling . 
As a basis of this schooling liess 

a. General military training with an addition of

d, Propaganda and printing techniques. 

In this framework should also be included trade and professional courses i 
drisers, medics, and at least a basic knowledge of the Russian language, 
customs, conditions of Using, oto. 



fhe Jxpedienuy of Contac t. Especially toJKjaa.B 

I do not favor fighting for the sake of fighting and especially to re- 
newing this struggle from the emigration without any kind of political 
concessions. As the matter stands regarding this last point, 1 would 
rather favor the liquidation of active resistance rather than enlarging 
it and even mare serious, renewing It. In short, I believe that we 
need no new sacrifices to the concept of a ono-and-Indivis ibis Russia, 
not to give any sign of our activity, because they will want to force 
us into this concept end I am quite certain that they will not punish 
us for our inactivity by separating us from our "great brotherly nation”. 
1 am, therefore, in favor of having this "brother nation" show at least 
an anti-regime struggle since the indivisibility of its fatherland is 
practically guaranteed. 

As matters stand today, X don't believe that any of us In the emigration 
has the moral right to activate resistance of people in the Ukraine* we 
have only the right to give any aid for which they ask from there. 

Because of this, please consider the thoughts which X have expressed 
above regarding the question of contact, only in the light of the above 
condition.
